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One of the series of eight lily ponds in Tower 
Grove Park, St. Louis. The ponds were con¬ 
structed on a gradual fall, so that one empties 
into the other. In order that the display may 
lie constant, both night and day-blooming lilies 
are planted. Bordering the ponds are various 
water-loving plants. Tower Grove Park, con¬ 
taining approximately 300 acres in the south¬ 
ern section of the city, was donated by Henry 
Shaw, who also established the Missouri Bo¬ 
tanical Garden, commonly known 
Garden.
